TIPS FOR POSTERS & STENCILS 
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Use the right equipment. 

For stencils: Find a board that is thin enough to cut, 
but thick enough to survive many coats of paint. Light 
cardboard works well. Cut designs with a sharp x-acto 
knife and a cutting pad. 

For posters: Gel ready-made wall paper paste from 
hardware store or mix your own: 1 cup flour to 1 1 
nups of water, bring to a boil, stir, and cook on a low 
heat .until you get a clear, thick paste (takes about 30 
minutes). Condensed milk also acts like a super glue. 
Add it to your paste or use it straight. On the street 
cover your target with paste, slap the paper on top, 
and smooth it out. More paste over the paper can help 
it stick, but it can also look messy when dry. Exposed 
corners or ripples make it easy to tear down. 

Respect other people's work. Street artists are all 
the same boat so don't cover graffiti or posters if you| 
don't have to.
